THU OUTLOOK IN THE EABLT MORNING. 
C in c in n a t i, June 22d.—The situation con­ 
tinues very much mixed. Bayard at this 
hour clearly has the lead, with Payne appar­ 
ently next in order. But while Bayard’s 
supporters are in dead earnest, many of 
Payne’s men in the New York delegation are 
at heart against him, and ready to drop him 
as soon as they have a clear excuse for disre­ 
garding Tilden’s wishes. Tilden and Sey­ 
mour are both considered cut of the way, 
though a few friends of the latter still 
persist in urging the policy of his nomina­ 
tion. 
Field’s managers are working hard to 
secure complimentary votes for him, and 
have the promise qf half of Georgia’s vote, 
the remainder going for Bayard. In this way 
they seem to give Field a fair-looking start, but 
there is as yet no eviience that he can ap­ 
proach anywhere near the nomination. The 
New York delegates are passive, stating that 
all they ask is any candidate with whom suc­ 
cess is probable. 
The wisest Democratic 
managers admit the strength of the Republi­ 
can ticket, and realize the necessity of great 
care in selecting candidates to oppose them, 
who will be satisfactory in the Northern and 
Western States. All disposition settles down 
on New York as the pivotal State, but her 
delegates shrink from the responsibility of 
naming the nominee. 
If any leading candi­ 
date to-day can secure the nomination, Bay­ 
ard is probably the man ; but nobody yet 
sees where two-thirds can be had for either 
him or Payne. 
All the others are far behind. 
Thurman is considered out of the race by 
many since the vote of the majority of his 
delegation last night elected as Chairman the 
Payne 
candidate. 
In 
this 
state 
of 
facts no Uhio man seems to have mnch 
prospect. 
Senator McDonald’s friends in 
Indiana have made a demonstration for him 
so strong as to greatly impair, if not obliter­ 
ate, Hendricks’ chances. 
Jewitt, seemingly, 
is held back a little to-day for a stronger 
spurt when the other contestants shall have 
lost their wind. 
The New York Tildenites 
are at heart against Bayard. 
Except for 
New York, New Jersey and Connecticut 
could practically consolidate upon him, and 
then draw to him nearly the whole Southern 
vote. As the case stands, it still remains 
true that no man can form an intelligent 
opinion 
of 
the 
probable 
result, 
ami 
the chances of the dark horses seem the best. 
Among the names mentioned in this connec­ 
tion is that of General Denver, formerly of 
California. 
But this is probably compli­ 
mentary only. 
Finally, the withdrawal of 
Tilden has complicated matters by develop­ 
ing multiplied candidates in many States, 
splitting delegations into earnest factions, all 
of whom, however, will probably harmonize 
as soon as any nomination is settled upon, 
and so there is no doubt of party unity at 
last. 
NOTHING DEFINITE KNOWN. 
C in c in n a t i, -Tune 22d.—Up to this time 
nothing in relation to the probable nomina­ 
tions has taken definite shape. 
If New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut conld 
agree as to a ticket, it looks as if the Conven­ 
tion would readily accept their decision, so 
far as can be gathered from the opinions of 
numerous delegates; but thus far no such 
united action has been agreed upon. 
Bayard 
still appears to have the largest number ol 
really earnest and hearty supporters, but 
there is nothing yet to justify the expectation 
that he will win. New York being consid­ 
ered the pivotal State, there is great anxiety 
to learn who its delegation considers the 
most available candidate there. 
Bayard ¡3 
evidently the strongest in Southern affections, 
but the Southern delegates will not press 
him except by following Northern leader­ 
ship. 
The Field men have secured the prom­ 
ise of many complimentary votes on the 
first ballot, and in this way have increased 
their apparent strength. 
Georgia is expected 
to divide its vote Iietween Bayard and Field 
on the fiist ballot, but Field’s managers have 
not been able to consolidate the Pacific dele­ 
gates for him. 
They claim all of Oregon and 
3even of California’s twelve votes, but the 
five Nevada delegates are persistently against 
Field. The divisions in Oiiio and Indiana 
are thought by many to leave all candidates 
from those States out of the question. Payne 
continues apparently to be quite strong, and 
some shrewd observers think that if the 
Tilden men hold all their searta in the Con­ 
vention and cast the next vote solid for 
Payne lie will lead Bayard on the first few 
ballots. This, however, is doubtful, and the 
chances in any event are that Bayard will be 
nominated if his friends will stand firm, 
while Payne’s votes will soon dwindle. These 
are opinions only, which are telegraphed in 
order to give an idea of what the preponder­ 
ance of talk is of ; but all ¡3 at sea, and 
nobody can give any safe forecast of what is 
to come. 
THE PLACE OK MEETING. 
Tho Convention is rapidly assembling (at 
11:30) in the spacious Music Hall, whose 
beauties have been too often described to 
require any further notice now. 
In ge*aral 
appearance it is a rounded oblong, being but 
little larger in length than breadth. The 
platform is in the western end, while at the 
opposite end. aud on the northern and south­ 
ern sides, arc galleries for spectators. 
These 
galleries arc 
being 
largely occupied by 
ladies. The main body of the hall is as- 
aigned to delegates at.d their alternates, 
whose positions are indicated by neat banners 
of blue «ilk, edged with gold, bearing the 
name of tho respectivo States. 
The upper 
galleries are decked with the American flag, 
while at the windows the flags of all nation­ 
alities arc flying. 
In the center of the hall is 
suspended a blue canvass, bearing the motto 
“ Ohio Greets the Nation.” The geueral 
effect of the hall is very pleasant, hut its 
seating capacity is less than half (hat in 
which the Chieago Convention was held. 
In 
this respect it has greatly the advantage, 
however, because all of its occupants can see 
and hear. 
Back of the platform the great 
organ discourses its music, and in the main 
gallery, at tho opposite en:l of tho hall, a 
military baud is stationed. 
Shields on either 
side of the organ—each bearing thirteen stars 
and Mio national stripes—bear also the words 
“ Peaco,” 
“ Goo! 
W ill," 
“ Prosperity,” 
“ Happiness ” on one side, and “ Abun­ 


dance,” “ Victory,” 
“ Commerce,” “ En­ 
terprise ” on the other. 


ON THE rLATEORM. 
Among the prominent men on the plat­ 
form are to be seen Representatives Rea­ 
gan of Texas, Atkins of Tennessee, Forney 
of Alabama, Harris of Virginia, Blackburn 
of Kentucky, Hill of Ohio, Springer of Illi­ 
nois. 
Also ex-Representatives Banning and 
Rice of Ohio, and John G. Thompson, Scr- 
geant-at-Arms of the House of Representa­ 
tives. 
m 
A t noon the organ is playing a medley of 
national airs with excellent effect, eliciting 
much applause, and two-third3 of the dele­ 
gates are in their seats. 
The platform and 
galleries are well filled. 


CALLED TO ORDER—PBAYER. 


C in c in n a t i, June 22d.—Ex-áenator Bar- 
num of Connecticut, Chairman of the National 
Committee, called the Convention to order at 
12:45, and presented Rev. Charles W. Wendle 
of the Unitarian Church, who invoked the 
throne of grace. 
He spoke of the young de­ 
mocracy of America having become a refuge 
and asylum for the distressed and down-trod­ 
den throughout the world, and the light and 
hope of the nations, and prayed that with an 
unfaltering hand every unjust law on the 
statute book might be erased, and our politi­ 
cal life purged from every evil that keeps 
back the people from the highest measure of 
virtue and happiness. Above all, he contin­ 
ued, let there be an end of all sectional divi­ 
sions and strifes ; let every root of bitterness, 
every occasion of estrangement, be removed, 
and let our whole people, forgettirg the 
things 
that 
are 
behind, 
and 
pressing 
forward 
to 
the 
things 
that 
are 
be­ 
fore, with united heart 'and hand, in the 
bonds of mutual confidence and good will. 
Help the Convention to choose for leaders in 
the approaching and honorable struggle men 
of large wisdom and experience, of lofty char­ 
acter and irreproachable life, true ar.d fear­ 
less iu the hour of trial, yet ardent lovers of 
justice and peace. 
Enable the members of 
this Convention to rise above all self-seeking 
and personal preferences, and indiscreet zeal, 
into the larger sentiment of public good, of 
American nationality and human brother­ 
hood. Let them remember that he serves 
his party best who serv es his God. 
We ask 
that our action to-Jay may be well-pleasing 
in the sight of God. 


TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION— SPEECH OF THE 
CHAIRMAN. 
Barnum then, by direction of the National 
Committee, presented the name of Hon. 
George Hoadlcy of Ohio for temporary Chair­ 
man. Agreed to. 
William L. Scott and H. 
D. McHenry were appointed to conduct him 
to the chair. 
Iloadley’s approach to the 
platform was greeted with applause. 
He 
proceeded to address the committee and Con­ 
vention, thanked them for their compliment­ 
ary action in putting him in the chair, and 
pledged himself to the strictest impartiality 
in the administration of the duties assigned 
him. 
This 
was 
the 
only 
adequate 
method by which he could testify his 
gratitude a3 Chairman. He should be neither 
friend nor foe of any candidate, though he 
had his favorite, in whose behalf he might be 
both earnest and partisan. 
He took the 
ground that the representatives here were not 
delegates of congressional districts, but as 
representatives «f indestructible States. [Sub­ 
dued applause.] He proceeded with some 
laudation of the Democratic party, for which 
this Convention would make no new creed, 
which had its own vitality, and which would 
not depend for its future on the success of its 
ticket or lie crushed out by its defeat. 
Their 
duties here were simply to declare the party 
will. The occasion was one of great interest 
and importance. 
A t St. Louis, four years 
ago, they placed in nomination two of the 
foremost men of the nation. [Great ap­ 
plause. 
The subsequent repetition of the 
name of Samuel J. Tilden was the occasion 
for another outburst, delegates rising in their 
seats and cheering and waving fans.] He as­ 
serted that they were as certainly elected as was 
Washington or Monroe. [Subdued applause.] 
He denounced the Republican party as 
one of fra«d, which cheated the people 
out of their choice, thus proving their infi- 
¡ delity to republican principle*. 
But if the 
Democratic party should again be successful, 
no canning device or dishonest arbitration 
should rob them of the fruits of their victory, 
[Applause.] 
Although the Democrats failed 
to inaugurate their candidates, their cause 
was not wholly lost. 
They defeated the at­ 
tempt to steal the State government of 
Florida, and no trace remained of the carpet­ 
baggers in the South, except one hundred 
and seventy millions of State debt3 accumu­ 
lated by them as a burdeu upon the people, 
and the fact that Louisiana has only one 
rightful Senator in Congress. 
[Applause.]

Beebe of New York offered a resolution 
adopting the rules of the last National Con­ 
vention, for the government of this until 
otherwise ordered. 
Adopted. 
Martin of Delaware offered a resolution 
that the roll of States be called for Com­ 
mittees of Permanent Organization, on Cre­ 
dentials and on Resolutions. 
Weld of New York moved a call of the roll 
for the presentation of credentials. 
Martin objected. The best way was to 
send the credentials directly to the Commit­ 
tee on Credentials. 
Martin's motion was adopted, aud the roll 
was called accordingly. 


COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS.

Cincinnati, June 22J.—After adjournment 
the Committee on Permanent Organization 
reorganized by electing Martin of Delaware 
Chairman, and Dawson of South Carolina 
Secretary. 
The 
Committee on Resolutions elected 
Iler.ry Watterson of Kentucky Chairman. 
The Committee on Credentials met imme­ 
diately after adjournment, and organized by 
the election of J . M. B. Young of Georgia, 
Chairman, and A. Noltner of Oregon, Secre­ 
tary. John Kelly aud his men met with the 
committee, hut were requested to withdraw. 
A delegate from Arkansas objected to Smith 
Wceil of New York sitting as a member of 
the Committee on Credentials, inasmuch as 
his own beat was contested.

RUMORS OF CONSPIRACIES. 


C in c in n a t i, June 22J.—The weather is hot 
and sultry lo-night, but political matters are 
excited, and a great many stories are afloat of 
combinations and selling of various candi­ 
dates. 
The most positive indications are 
that Tilden’s friends are planning sharply ail 
their points for their candidate. The pre­ 
tense of voting for Payne on the first ballot 
is declared to be a scheme for the destruction 
of Thurman, to the end that Tilden may fall 
heir to the strength of both Thurman and 
Payne when the latter’s nomination appears 
impossible, as it is morally certain it will be 
unless present indications change; although 
Payne’s candidacy is just now more formida­ 
ble than most people imagine, and than the 
Tilden men wish it to be. 


THE CANDIDATES AND THEIR PROSPECTS. 
C in c in n a t i, June 221.—Nothing new of 
importance has dereloped to-night, except the 
fact that Tilden’s Bureau appears still to be 
issuing circulars designed to further some re­ 
newed effort to bring his name successfully 
before the Convention. 
It is stated that 
numerous telegrams are coming in to-night 
from ail parts of the country urging Tilden’s 
nomination, despite his implied declination. 
The anti-Tilden men, however, profess to be­ 
lieve that these telegrams are not spontaneous, 
but the result of a prearrange 1 bureau work, 
looking to the sudden capture ef the Conven­ 
tion while still divided upon the multiplicity 
of candidates. 
Randall’s friends are more hopeful to-night, 
but fail to show where he can get even a 
majority. 
Bayard continues to be the strongest mail 
in the genuine respect aud support of dele­ 
gates. 
All who announce themselves for him 
clearly mean business, and will hold hard for 
him as long as there i* the least chance of suc­ 
cess. 
English of Connecticut seems to be grow­ 
ing in strength to-night as a dark horse, tobe 
held in grooming until his best opportunity 
comes. 
, 
An effort is making *o unite Pennsylvania 
and Connecticut for Randall and English, ar.d 
if the solid Pennsylvania vote can be brought 
to Randall he will become formidable. 
The Massachusetts contest having been 
settled last night by a compromise iu the 


National Committee, there will be no serious 
trouble to-morrow over contested seats, except 
in the case of Tammany in New York. 
The 
discussion upon that is intended to be cut 
short by the previous question, e o that ballot­ 
ing should begin early in the afternoon. 


THE NEW YORK PELEOATII* 
1‘AYNE's CAN­ 
DIDACY. 


C in c in n a t i, .Tune 22d.-»The New York 
delegation had a meeting here this evening, 
and took a ballot as to Presidential prefer­ 
ences, which resulted as follows : Payne 38, 
Tilden 11, English 11. Bayard 6, Hancock 3, 
Randall 1. 
A motion was made to declare 
this billot formal, but it was voted down, and 
a motion adopted that the New York delega­ 
tion present the name of Payne and vote as a 
unit in accordance with the instruction of the 
State Convention. 
The other States backing 
this movement arc Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Michigan, Miunesota and 
W est Virginia. 
This they count will give the 
following votes ; Connecticut 12, Kansas 10, 
Nebraska C, New Jersey 18, New York 70, 
Ohio 44, Michigon 22, Minnesota 10, West 
Virginia 10—total, 202. 
These 202 votes are 
expected 
to 
bring 
enough 
from the 
South 
to 
secure 
Payne’s 
nomination. 
It is undeniable that Bayard’s strength has 
fallen off. To-night the views of prominent 
Southern men are voiced by Senator Haines 
of Tennessee. 
That Senator is an admirer 
and warm supporter of Bayard, but he now 
doubts the propriety of his nomination, lest 
capital should be made against the Demo­ 
cratic' party iu the North, and hende drift 
away from Bayard and towards the man 
selected by New York. This Payne work 
is provoking a counter movement towards 
McDonald of Indiana. 
I t is urgAi that the 
Democratic party cannot afford to risk every­ 
thing on the October election in Ohio, and 
their energies should be directed towards In­ 
diana, which, under the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court, holds an election in October, 
aud that if the East will not come to Hen­ 
dricks there cannot be the same objection to 
McDonald ; but there are some who express 
the opinion that the Payne movement is only 
to test the real sentiment of the Convention. 


SENSATIONAL CIRCULAR. 
Cincinnati, June 22d.—Circulars are be­ 
ing liberally distributed to-night in the in­ 
terest of Mr. Tilden, setting forth that Tam­ 
many H all threatens to assassinate Tilden, 
and calling on the Democratic party to stand 
by its victorious leader and defy Tammany 's 
dictation. The circular quotes from edito­ 
rials of the New York Sun and Tilden’s let­ 
ter, in which allusions are made to his ser­ 
vices in breaking up the canal ring, etc. The 
Ohio delegation is holding an important 
meeting to night with doors and windows 
closed, lest the sharp ears of the reporters 
catch a suspicion of what the loud discussion 
is about. 
We hope to get at this secret be­ 
fore this press report is closed. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


C in c in n a t i, June 22d.—The meeting of 
the Committee on Resolutions to-night was 
private, but a member gave your correspond­ 
ent points chiefly interesting to the Pacific 
coast. 
A resolution embodying the feeling of 
the coast in the strongest terms in regard to 
the Chinese question was submitted by the 
California members of the committee, and 
was strongly seconded by Meyers of Oregon 
and Miller of Nebraska. 
The latter even 
weut so far as to express a wish that his party 
might decide in favor of excluding all foieign- 
ers from our shore except those of the same 
race as that which discovered the country. 
There were several other resolutions intro­ 
duced in which there was a disposition shown 
to treat the subject slightingly, but no evi­ 
dence was given as to what action would he 
taken by the sub-committee ou the Chinese 
question. 
The sub-committee as originally 
constituted did not include the Pacific coast 
members, but this being discovered the Lou­ 
isiana delegate moved to increase the number 
so as to take in that section of the nation, and 
this was done. 


THE OHIO DELEGATION— RESOLUTIONS. 
C incinnati, June 22J—10:30 r. m.—A 
meeting of the Ohio delegation has resulted 
in very decided action, and once more Sena­ 
tor Thurman has their solid support, and the 
talk of second choice for Ohio is stopped. 
The points of the meeting are as follows : 
On motion of Hon. W . W. Armstrong, Mr. 
McSweeney, of Wooster, was chosen to pre­ 
sent the name of Thurman to tho Conven­ 
tion. Then General Durbin Ward offered 
the following resolutions : 
«'solved, That the Secretary of the dele­ 
gation be directed to procure a blank book, 
in which a full aud complete record of this 
delegation shall be kept. 
Resolved, That .-aid record shall couta'n 
the resolution*, instructions and requests I 
pissed by the State Convention on the (ith of 
May last.

The meeting adjourned to meet at Melodeon

THE 
DEMOCRATS 
AT 
CINCINNATI. 


The Democratic National Convention 
was called to order yesterday morning, 
and Hoadley of Ohio made Temporary 
Chairman. 
Uis opening speech w as chiefly 
remarkable for an extravagant eulogium 
upon Tilden and Hendricks, and au im­ 
plied assumption that they ought to be 
renominated. 
The mention of aildens 
¡.ame called out a great deal of applause, 
but the speech appears to be generally 
regarded as injudicious and wanting in 
dignity. 
On the call of States, when New 
York was reached, John Kelley tried to 
get the floor, but the Chairman refused to 
recognise him. 
After appointing the Com­ 
mittees on Credentials, Order of Business, 
etc., th e Convention adjourned until ten 
o’clock this morning, in order to give time 
for hearing the statem ents of the contesting 
delegates from New Y ork and Massa­ 
chusetts. 
If the New York case, which is 
the only serious one, can be adjusted by 
this morning, there seems no reason why 
the Convention should not finish its work 
by Thursday night at farthest. 
Thus 
far, however, there does not appear: to be 
any tendency to agreement upon candi­ 
dates. 
Tilden’s letter is after all not 
looked upon by his enemies as an absolute 
resignation. 
They fear him even when 
he pyofesses to withdraw, and they con­ 
tinue to tight him as though he were still 
in the field. 
Nor is tho withdrawal of 
Seyfuour accepted as final, and since the 
publication'of Tilden’s letter the Seymour 
men have shown a disposition to resurrect 
their buried boom. 
The name of Bayard 
would evidently possess much strength 
but for his secession letter. 
This is the 
more curious that the candidate about to 
be nominated has only Democratic votes 
to expeot. 
I t is certainly a new idea that 
tho Democracy looks upon secession senti­ 
ments with so holy a horror as to ostracise 
a man whose only offense is th at of hav­ 
ing w ritten a secession letter in 1802. 
If 
all the members of the Cincinnati Con­ 
vention were polled, and all the candi­ 
dates, we are inclined to think that com­ 
paratively few of them would be able to 
make out a 
much 
better record for 
loyalty to the Union than th at of Thomas 
F. Bayard. 
The national record of the 
Democratic party, moreover, is such as to 
make this squeamishuess absolutely, ridicu­ 
lous. 
Nobody who is familiar with the 
history of th at organization would feel that 
it had stultified itself if it should put Jef­ 
ferson Davis at the head of its ticket. 
Its 
sym pathy with rebellion, its inherent and 
conspicuous disloyalty, is indeed too notori­ 
ous to need recall. 
Y et at this moment its 
leaders are affecting to shrink from one of 
the best men the party has ever had, be­ 
cause lie is charged with having w ritten a 
single letter of a disloyal character. 
The 
Democrats may nominate Bayard without 
any misgivings. 
He will poll every Demo­ 
cratic vote, and there is no candidate on 
their list who can do more. 
They have no 
man who is capable of taking away votes 
from Garfield, and therefore they need not 
be so fastidious about the war-record of 
their nominees. 


Bayard and Field appear to be looming 
up despite drawbacks, but it is neverthe­ 
less possible that New York and Indiana 
may be allowed to control the nominations, 
if they can agree upon a ticket. 
The m a­ 
jority of the delegates care very little 
about men. 
W hat they want is success. 
They are so hungry th at they are ready to 
cat anything, and they have no predilec­ 
tions which they will not surrender cheer­ 
fully for the prospect of winning the fight. 
Bat it is questionable whether New York 
or Indiana, or both together, can arrange 
a feasible programme. 
There is a strong 
effort to th ru st Hendricks on the ticket 
in the second 
place, 
but his 
friends 
will not consent to this, for they de­ 
mand the first place for him. 
In New 
York, with 
Tilden 
and Seymour out 
of the way, there is no man who can 
command 
the 
support 
of 
the 
entire 
party, so far as at present known. 
Ohio 
has plenty of candidates, as a m atter of 
course. 
There are Tluum an, Payne, Jew ­ 
ett, Pendleton, Oroe.sbeck, and perhaps 
two or three more. 
Thurman scans to 
have been thrown overheard by his friends, 
and has the app:arance of being stranded. 
Payne and Jew ett are quarrelling, and the 
prospects of the former are being injured 
by the report th at he is Tilden’s choice. 
McDonald of Indiana seeks to bear away 
the prize from Hendricks, but his record 
has been pulied on him sharply, and ap 
patently with damaging effect. New York 
is naturally the main battle-ground, and the 
Tammany Hall split there complicates the 
situation terribly. 
In short the Democrats 
are more utterly at sea than any party has 
been 
for 
years, 
and 
notwithstanding 
all tho consultations which arc taking 
place it is clear that no idea whatever cau 
be formed of the tendency of things. The 
disposition to concentrate upon tho win­ 
ning man docs not help m atters, because it 
is impos.-fble to say who the winning man 
is. 
Bayard and Hendricks, or Field and 
Hendricks, arc talked of, but those who 
suggest such combinations do not tec the 
absurdity of this bracketing of pronounced 
hard ar.it soft money men. 
AH considera­ 
tions of policy are for tho time being lost 
sight cl, however, and in the prevailing 
confusion the m cst incongruous alliances 
are liable to be made. 
It is a sort of free 
light, and oilers opportunities for gambling 
of phenomenally ob-cure character. 


CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT 
FOR GRAND 
LARCENY. 


We have no desire th at California should 
acquire the notoriety attaching to those 
barbarous frontier regions in which human 
life is less regarded than property in a 
horse, and thertfore we propose to call 
public attention to the recent pursuit and 
murder of three horsc-thicves in San Benito 
county. 
It is stated in the accounts that 
thrco men stole as many horses ; 
th at the 
owners of the horses pursued them, armed 
with rifles and revolvers, and that on com­ 
ing up with them a fight occurred, in which 
all the thieves were killed, while the pur­ 
suers escaped w ithout any injury. 
Now, 
in the first place, th¡3 is not at all a prob­ 
able story. 
The fact 
that 
the three 
thieves were killed ¡3 doubtless to be ac­ 
cepted, but as regards their resistance the 
circumstances are against that theory. All 
th a t is known is th a t three men, against 
whom 
no graver 
charge 
than grand 
larceny 
could 
have 
been 
brought, 
have 
l>ecn killed. 
It may appear her­ 
etical to those who derive their ideas 
of 
justice from 
the frontiers, but it 
is 
nevertheless true, 
th at 
to kill a 
man for stealing a horse is to commit mur­ 
der. 
There is no justification for homicide 
under such circumstances. 
A horse is not 
sacred under American law, and in Califor­ 
nia at least it has long ccascd to be cus­ 
tomary to look upon horse-stealing as the 
worst crime in the calendar. 
The men 
who killed these horsc-thieves may have a 
valid defense, but at present it is not ap­ 
parent, and it is unquestionably the duty of 
the public prosecutor in the county where 
they committed these homicides to have 
them indicted for murdet. 
If this is not 


done promptly the officials 
neglecting 
their duty will deserve to be impeached 
and removed. 
I t is necessary that the 
'aw should be enforced in the most rigor­ 
ous manner in all cases of this kind, to the 
end that no excuse be given for reversion 
to the barbarous, bloody, and atrocious 
practices which have so blackened and 
stained 
the 
early 
records 
of 
our 
frontiers, and which have made it so 
difficult 
to 
introduce 
order and 
se­ 
curity to those regions. 
It 
must 
he 
impressed upon the minds of the semi­ 
civilized members of the community th at 
no man has any more light to kill a horse- 
thief than he has jCo kill one who steals a 
loaf of bread. 
W e had hoped th at Cali­ 
fornia had outgrown the stage when such 
ruthless deeds are committed, but as it is 
not so there is the more need for the de­ 
termined enforcement of the law. 
There 
Í3 no opportunity for evasion in this case, 
fortunately’. 
The names of the homicides 
have all been published, and the whole 
m atter has been given to the press as 
though it were really something to boast 
of. 
It is said th at the killing was done 
near Huron, in Fresno county. 
If so, it is 
the duty of the authorities of th at county 
to see th at a judicial investigation is had 
without delay, and th at the slaughter of 
human beings is not allowed to be regarded 
as merely incidental to the recovery of 
stolen property.

GENERAL NEWS. 


LAST NIGHTS DISl’ATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


DOM ESTIC NEW S. 


So far as can be gathered the census 
returns in this State will probably show 
an increase in aggregate population of from 
200,000 to 250,000 at the outside. 
The 
statistics will develop the fact that the 
papulation of San Francisco has been very 
greatly overestimated, as indeed has beeu 
more than suspected for some time past. 
I t is quite possible th at the city and 
county will show a difference of fully 
ffity thousand 
from (and 
below) 
the 
Directory estimates. 
The number of Chi­ 
nese in San Francisco will also most prob­ 
ably turn out to be much smaller than has 
been supposed, and quite possibly it will 
not exceed 25,000. 
When the actual pop­ 
ulation of San Francisco ¡3 made known, 
politicians may lind some difficulty in ac­ 
counting for the votes of former years, 
w ithout postulating a very abnormal social 
condition there. 
Of the interior towns 
some, such as Marysville aud Stockton, 
appear to have receded in population dur­ 
ing the past ten years. 
Others, as Sacra­ 
mento and San Jose, have grown moder­ 
ately. 
And Oakland has received very 
large additions to its population. 
The 
most 
im portant 
gain, however, w’ould 
seem to have been made outside of the 
cities, always excepting San Francisco, 
though the settlem ent of the whole State 
ha3 evidently not proceeded so rapidly as 
could be desired. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


A brittle little boy in Eureka, Nev., has 
iiad his arm broken five times in two 
places. 
A t Oerir.antown, Golusa county, Mon­ 
day’, John Bice stabbed Tom Cameron in 
the left lung and one leg.

It is adm itted now th at about twelve 
thousand v.ill count the population of Los 
Angeles. 
It hcs been ¡rom seventeen to 
twenty for the last four or five years, ac­ 
cording to the papers. 
W . C. Stokes of Grass Valley was b it­ 
ten by a dog nearly twenty, years ago. 
Every year about the same time the sca'r 
left by t: is old bite becomes inflamed and 
remains so for several day s. 
The well at the town-site cf Benson, A. 
T., has attained a depth of one hundred 
aud sixty-five feet, and no signs of water 
yet. 
The town-site is about one mile this 
side of the San l ’edro river. 
Tho Free Press thinks th at V entura 
county is the bu:s county for oil, having 
produced coal oil, castor oil, linseed oil, 
and last, but not least, some of the best 
olive oil that ever entered m arket. 
A month ago the town of Turnerville, 
in the Huachucas (A. T.), was laid out. 
It now has a school of twenty-five pupils, 
hotel, stores, etc., and houses are going up 
every day.

She expired 
instantly. 
Two policemen went to the jail 
to notify Brown of his wife’s act, and as they 
called him into the corridor saw him put 
something into his mouth hastily. They im­ 
mediately grasped him by the throat, aud 
after a protracted struggle succeeded in re­ 
moving half an ounce of morphine from his 
mouth. 
The morphine had been given him 
by his wife. When called to the corridor, 
Brown emitted oath after oath, and curse 
after curse, and after the poison was removed 
he begged to be killed, and cursed his fate. 
Brown is a thoroughly bad man, aud the 
straugo devotion of his wife is the subject of 
much comment.

Intimation* are g ven that 
Portuguese ships-of-wur will presently arrive to en­ 
force this long standing claim. The Peruvian en­

Y okohama, June 5th. - An elaborate financial re­ 
port is issuod by Okuma 8higenobe, late Coief of 
the Treasury Department, stating the actual reve­ 
nue and expenditure from the begin ing • i the pres­ 
ent restored Government, in IS68. It is a dry, sta- 
ti-tieal document, but important, a* proving that 
notwithstanding the financial irregularities under 
the previous Tycoon regime, a strict system of ecou- 
oray was introduced by the Mikado’s Ministry, so 
that the disbursements never exceed the income for 
a single year. The report gives great satisfaction to 
the friends of Japan, and confound* her foreign de­ 
tractors, who predicted a discouraging or ruinous 
disclosure. 
The United States ship Ticonderoga has started 
on a oruise in Japanese and Chinese waters. 
Her 
precise errand is concealed, but it is supposed a 
second Corean wait ia contemplated. 
Much \exatiou is caused among Americans, offi­ 
cial and private, by the proffer of the British naval 
force to support bhufeldt in the event of hostilities 
with Corea. The proposal was declined courteously, 
notwithstanding its obvious selfish and disingenu­ 
ous purj>ose. England is now the only western 
country whose produce are sold through Japanese 
agencie* in Corea. 
Her eagerness is great for an 
extension of intercourse, but she i* reluctant to lead 
any demonstration on her own account. 
11}* enter­ 
ing under cover of the American flag her wishes 
would be accomplished without injury to her future 
commercial prospecis. In point of fact, the United 
States Asiatic naval force, though feeble m compari­ 
son to the European or Japanese array, is more loan 
sufficient for any possible Corean contingency. 
High diplomatic authority declares that Shufeldt 
will take no aggressive steps, unless under excep­ 
tional and wholly unexpected circumstances. 
Signs ( f cholera exist in various southern Japan­ 
ese poite, but there are no apprehensions of a gen­ 
eral epidemic this year. 
The himouoseki indemnity question present* some 
singular features here. Certain well known claim­ 
ants upon the Japanese treasury for alleged indebt­ 
edness, totally unconnected with the Sunouoseki 
affair, take the pos*tiou that unless their individual 
demand'* are satisfied, the bill for restitution shall 
not pass Congress. They assert that through their 
agents m America the passage of the previous Sim- 
uuojcki bills has been persistentl) prevented, and 
the names of Senators and hcpnpentatives on whom 
they rd y are freely given. They prufess that if 
these private claim* were adju icd, all opposition 
would be withdrawn and the tdil pushed through 
with ut delay. The amount c.-f money involved is 
about $150,900. The American officiate here are un­ 
derstood to place credence in these representations, 
but do nut advise the Japanese Government to yield 
to t hem. 
The Japanese Cabinet takes all quietly, « tiering 
no opinion, but having no appearance of intending 
to make an effort thus or otherwise to secure resti­ 
tution. 
Reports are published in Japanese newspapers 
that a Russian ship-of-war landed a detachment on 
the* eastern coast of Corea, forced their way into 
the walled town of Kingo, and compelled the Gov­ 
ernor to accord an interview to the commander of 
the vessel. A confirmation of Ibe above is awaited. 
The second Japanese settlement in Corea, a town 
named Gensan, is ready r>r opening, with favorable 
prospects of trade in local commodities only. 


Vieuxtemps, 
the celebrated violinist,

MIKING NOTES. 


The quartz leads of Mariposa county are 
yielding good returns to the capital in­ 
vested. 
Bullion valued at 8194,389 23 was shipped 
from Tuscarora, Nev., during the first live 
months of 1880. 
A party is being organized at San Diego 
to go into Sonora, a little south of Tucson, 
to prospect for an old mine said to be ex­ 
ceedingly rich. 
The Elko (Nev.) Independent chronicles 
the discovery of a quartz lead two and a 
half miles from th at town, which bids fair 
to. prove a bonanza. 
Two very rich silver mines have been 
struck near San Quentin, Lower California, 
and another very rich and large vein about 
100 miles southeast of San Rafael. 
The big nugget recently found in the 
Swauk mines in W ashington Territory is 
about as large as a man’s hand, flat and 
exceedingly rough. It is valued at $44S. 
Large quantities of antimony are being 
shipped from Piute county, in the south­ 
ern part of Utah Territory, to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Big deposits of it have been re­ 
cently discovered assaying seventy per cent. 
A streak of auriferous gravel has been 
struck by the workmen who are excavating 
across Spring street, Los Angeles, to con­ 
nect the new City of Paris building with 
the Main street sewer. 
One man got six- 
bits’ worth in two panfuls. 
The reports from the bonanza mines last 
week show 507 tons ore raised from the 
California, assaying 839 41 per ton, and 
1,179 tons from the Consolidated Virginia, 
assaying $46 25. 
A shipment of 869.418 
was made from the last-named on the 19th. 
The l’lacerville Democrat says that Ga­ 
briel W orntz has sold the Secret mine, at 
Henry’s Diggings, to Charles »\ att, of 
Grizzly Flat, aud Miss Dr. Kellogg, of 
Sacramento, for 85,000.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education met again last 
evening. 
Present a full Board. 
The follow­ 
ing bills were allowed: South British and 
National Insurance Company, $10 25 ; C. H. 
Krebs & Co., agents, §22 50 ; J . E. Hobbie, 


$257 10. 
The Board ordered that the schools close 
August 27th and reopen October 4th. 
Mr. Butler moved that 85,500 be set aside 
and appropriated for the High School fund, 
he deeming that necessary under the new 
Constitution, as that instrument, he said, did 
not recognize that school. 
Mr. Horublower moved, as a substitute for 
a resolution of Mr. Tracy’s, that a committee 
of three be named to draft a code of rules 
governing all investigations before the Board 
relative to teachers or principals. 
Mr. Tracy accepted it, withdrew his own, 
and the substitute was adopted. 
Mr. Hornblower offered this resolution : 
lla o lte d , That the failure of the graduating class 
in the sacram ento Gram m ar fcchoul to answer the 
questions in arithm etic on examination was not a t­ 
tributable to th e teacher, A. 11. McD-iuald. 
In support of his resolution he spoke at 
length. 
He said rtficetions had been cast 
upuu him, because of his course, which were 
not warranted. 
He was acting as a Director 
having iu charge an important trust. 
He 
then reviewed the case. 
The failure of the 
graduating class in one study ; the investiga­ 
tion meeting called by President Gritiitts, an 
act he considered unwise, and not in the ex­ 
ercise of sound discretion, for the pub­ 
lic had 
been invited to 
prefer charges, 
ar.d 
the 
Board 
bad 
not 
been 
con­ 
sulted previously. 
The Board, he thought, 
could have better gone on, as it had resolved 
to do, and ascertain the cause of the failure 
without the interposition of charges. 
The 
proceedings of the Board at the subsequent 
meetings had been faithfully aud fairly report­ 
ed iu the R e c o r d U n io n , and in one report 
was language he had used, saying there was 
difficulty between Mr. Adams and Mr. Me- 
Donald. 
He had said so, and it was the 
truth. 
Mr. Hancock at that meeting ap­ 
peared and said the mothers in Sacrameuto 
wanted him to represent them aud wanted 
a inau to' speak for them. 
He believed 
if that was so, they would go to their hus­ 
bands and not to Geo. W. Hancock, a compar­ 
ative stranger, and who had the interest of 
relatives at heart, who are in jiublic and hon­ 
orable employment. 
Mr. Hancock cited 
Miss Slight as a pupil not weil taught, 
but 
that 
lady, through Mr. Smith, de­ 
nies it, and says 
she 
well 
understood 
Mr. McDonald's teachings. 
He then re­ 
viewed the appearance of 
Mr. liinkson 
in the case ; the testimony of Mr. Sheehan, 
which he declared to be in violation of jour­ 
nalistic ethics : the testimony of Airs. Rich­ 
ardson, Mrs. Foster and Mrs. B assett; and 
found nothing in it all to warrant a shadow 
against Mr. McDonald’s ability to teach. 
One-third of Miss Watson’s class had failed 
in grammar to get 00 per cent., yet no one 
preferred charges against her. Mr. Johnson’s 
class had been drilled on all the puzzle ques­ 
tions he could hunt up, while Mr. McDon­ 
ald’s class had been taught practically the 
useful and everyday principles ot mathe­ 
matics. 
He declared theie was a feeling 
on the part of Professor Adams against 
Professor 
McDonald, aud cited two 
let­ 
ters 
published 
by 
the 
former 
in 
support and said they contained grave gram­ 
matical errors, but if the manager of the 
R eco K D -U n io n had been called on to pro­ 
duce the manuscript or state the character of 
it, he would not, he believed, have done so. 
He cited the questions on examination in 
spelling used in 187’J, and prepared by Mr. 
Adams, as showing a desire to puzzle aud 
perplex. 
The testimony of Mr. Swett he re­ 
ferred to at length as conclusive of the case. 
He called attention to the petition in favor of 
Mr. McDonald, signed by 3Ü9 citizens, and 
he presented another signed by 100 citizens 
and over. 
Albert Leonard here presented a petition 
of a like character, with 157 signatures. 
Mr. Hornblower said one of the papers of 
a pupil in tbe Capital Grammar tiehool 
showed that it had been changed to make the 
spelliug answers correct, aud tie believed the 
pupil was not the one who made the changes. 
He praised Mr. Johnson as a good teacher, 
but did not like bis drill on puzzle questions. 
M r. McDonald, under the infamous old system 
of secret reports, which he was compelled to 
make, had complained of two teachers, and 
now they were, he believed, trying to get 
even. 
Happily the Board had now abolished 
the secret-ret iort rule. 
Mr. Tracy— I was not in the Board when 
it was adopted. 
Mr. Griffitts—Nor I. 
Mr. Horublower concluded with an earnest 
appeal not to convict Mr. McDonald on such 
testimony as had been given, and said that 
as for him he acted under oath, aud with 
deep conscientiousness aud upon his sense of 
justice to his fellow man. 
Personally he 
didn’t care a snap for McDonald, bnt on such 
villainous testimony as had been brought 
against the teacher he could not sit still and 
not raise his voice in protest. 
Mr. Griffitts said he bad called the meeting 
referred to by request of two Directors. 
His 
shoulders are broad and he’d take all respon­ 
sibility. 
As to the questions, six of the iden­ 
tical questions complained of were in the text­ 
books the pupils had gone through, and the 
others were proper f v the second grade. 
Several signers of the McDonald petition had 
told him they were sorry they had signed, 
and had been importuned till they yielded, 
j 
Mr. McClatcby was surprised at the reso- 
J lution, as he thought it understood that the 
I election was to go on. 
Mr. Hornblower—Face the music. 
Mr. Tracy— I am ready. 
-Mr. Griffitts—And I. 
Mr. McClatchy moved to lay tho resolu- 
j tion on the table. 
A yes—I’utler, LorJ, McClatcby, Griffitts. 
Nays—Hornblower, Stalker, Tiacy, Wie- 
I meyer. 
And the motion was lost. 
Mr. McClatchy said one class answered the 
questions, aud thntproved they were not too 
severe, and nothing could overturn that fact 
in his mind, and the Board was justified in 
;its sele ion of questions.

! questions submitted, the Board selected eight 
■ easy and two bard ones. 
Arc the pupils iu- 
I competent? No. Else how did they get into 
the first grade aud pass all other grades?

FRUIT MARKET. 


T he V agrancy Case.—The first case under 
the recent orders of the Chief of Police, 
ordering all bad male characters to leave the 
city, came up before a jury in the Police 
Court yesterday. 
The defendant was one 
Jake Smith, who had been notified to leave 
the city or engage in some lawful business. 
He defied the authorities and refused to com­ 
ply with orders. 
Smith is one of the gentry 
who wears good clothes and stalks upon the 
streets, always appearing to have plenty of 
money. 
He was arrested and charged with 
being an idle and dissolute person, an asso­ 
ciate of known thieves, and wandering about 
the streets at late and unusual hours of the 
night, and without any lawful business, and 
with being a lewd and dissolute person who 
lives in a house of ill fame.

The defendant sought to evade the 
law by showing by Himself and his woman, 
who is known as ‘‘Dutch Mag,” that he was 
barkeeper for tbe latter in a- dive on L 
street. 
The jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. 
The effect of the verdict will be in a 
wholesome direction and tend to lessen the 
number of such offenses, which is the wiser 
policy of law- to prevent rather than punish 
for crime, and the arrests of this class of per­ 
sons and their vigorous prosecution upon 
charges of this kind will strongly tend to pre­ 
vent crimes and meet the utmost approval of 
all good citizens. 
This case stood as a posi­ 
tive test as to whether Chief Karcher’s order 
should stand or be annulled. 
Smith w*as de­ 
fiant to officers Ferral and Rider, who made 
the arrest, and he and his supporters con­ 
tinue! so to the last. 
The efforts of Chief 
Karcher, his officers and City Attorney W. 
A. Anderson, in successfully maintaining the 
order, deserve 
the approbation that will 
be readily accorded them. 


B u r n e d fr o m C o a l O i l .—Last evening 
about supper time a little son of Governor 
Perkins, about 5 years of age, met with an 
accident, his escape from which without more 
serious injury was almost miraculous.
